Lonpon, April 11.—The accounts of the 
Bismarck crisis continue confuged and con- 
tradictory. It is so far clear that Bismarck’s 
resignation is not accepted. Hence it may be 
assumed that the projected royal marriage is 
indefinitely postponed. If Bismarck persists 
in resigning, his place will probably be taken 
by Prince Hohenlohe, Governor of Alsace- 
Lorraine. Petitions pour in upon the Emperor, 
begging him not to permit the Chancelonr’s 
retirement, and the patriotic considerations 
énumerated in these carry additional weight, 
owing to the success of Gen. Boulanger, 
whose popularity in France is universally re- 
ferred to as a danger to Germany. 
THE EMPRESS. 
Attacks, more or less velled, have been 
made with much persistency upon the new 
Empress since her husband's accession, espe- 
cially in the organs of the privileged classes. 
This probably accounts, in some measure, for 
the popular enthusiasm with which she was 
received yesterday on the occasion of her visit 
to Posen to inquire into the condition of the 
eufferers by the recent inundation.

Chamberlain en the Usurers in Ireland— 
Matthew Arnold Criticised, 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lobo, April 11.—The great stalking horse 
ofthe Irish landlords forthe momentis the 
**Gompeen man, or usurer. In political 
leaders and in satirical cartoons in their or- 
gan, the Gombeen man’’ is represented as 
ruining poor tenants, while the landlord looks 
on and deplores the fact that he is unable to 
interfere. In vain the Irish members declare 
thatthe ‘‘Gombeen man’’ is practically ex- 
tinct, Chamberlain comes forward to-day and 
deciares he has received a letter from one 
of the assistant land commissioners pointing 
out that a large proportion of tenants whose 
rent they have been txing borrow money at 20 
percent. Neitherthe name of the Assistant 
Commissioner nor the district in which he is 
engaged is given, therefore it is impossible to 
verify the assertion. What Chamberlain fails 
to show is how the fact that a tenant is cheated 
by a usurer is an excuse for throwing out 
Parnell’s arrears bill, thus enabling him to be 
cheated also by the landlord, by the confisca- 


tion of improvements, owing to non- 
payment of rents, which is now ad- 
mitted to be unjust, Chamber- 


lain’s views evidently make no progress even 

in the city where his influence is naturally 

greatest. Asler, his most uncompromising 

opponent, was yesterday elected President of 

the Birmingham Liberal Association.

Matthew Arnold’s article has attracted little 
notice here. A great majority of his readers 
here will hear of it for the first time in the ca- 
ble criticisms of the American press.

The Sufferer Passes a Fairly Good Night and

After ten minutes he 
became exhausted and once more sank on the 
bed. It was not long until he was fast asleep.

Up to 8 o’clock the sufferer was still sleeping 
much more peacefully than he has for some 
time past. At 8 o’clock Mr. Conkling was 
still sleeping, which was regarded by the phy- 
sicians as a more thah ordinary good forebod- 
ing. 
BEGINNING TO RECOVER. 

Dr. Barker called at the residence of ex- 
Senator Conkling this morning at ten minutes 
past Oo clock and found his patient resting 
peacefully. The doctor felt the patient’s 
pulse and found it more regular than it has 
been for several days. Mr. Conkling awoke 
and cordially shook hands with his physician, 
who at once asked him if he would not take 
some soothing medicine. The sufferer 
promptly replied in the affirmative and took 
the medicine offered him. Subsequently Dr. 
Barker, in the form of an official bulletin, 
announced tothe members of the press that 
Mr. Conkling was beginning torecover. ‘‘A 
marked change for the better, he added, 
„had taken place during the night. Mr. 
Conkling is much better this morning. In 
fact, he is much better this morning than he 
has been atleast ten days, and enjoyed more 
refreshing sleep during the night than he has 
for over ten days.’’ 

GREATLY IMPROVED. 

Edward Stokes visited Mr. Conkling at 10 
o’clock. When he came out he said: ‘‘I never 
was more surprised in my life than to see the 
improved condition of Mr. Conkling. Yester- 
day I believed he would not recover and sent 
a telegram to that effect. To-day he was si? 
ting up in his bed and recognized me. 

Among a large number of people who called 
at Mr. Conkling’s residence to inquire 
after his condition was ex-Secretary Windom. 
Dr. Barker said this morning that he wished 
to correct some reports that had appeared 
concerning the patient that he had at any 
time been violent. He had been at all times 
gentle, evenin his most delirious moments. 
Dr. Barker says that he had hopes, and had 
by no means given up his distinguished pa- 
tient.

THE HALSTED—HAINES FAILURE. 


Judge Ingraham Sets Aside the Assignment, 
Deciding It Fraudulent. 


New Tonk, April 11.—Judge Ingraham, in 
the Supreme Court to-day, gave a decision 
adjudging that the assignment which 
the great dry goods house of Halsted 
Haines & Co., made in 1584, be set aside as 
being in fraud of the rights of the credi- 
tors. This house failed for over a 
million dollars. The creditors thought 


their counsel brought suit to set aside 
the assignment, upon the ground that it was 
made to defraud them. The case was tried 
in 188%, but the judge dismissed the 
complaint, holding the assignment to be 


valid. A second suit of the First National 
Bank of Port Chester was tried 
with a similar result. Appeals were 


made and judgments were reversed and a new 
trial was ordered. The case came back fora 
second trial which was had in January 
last, and was decided in favor of 
the creditors. The Judge finds thatthe as- 
signment was not made with honest Intent, 
that it was a fraud upon the creditors, and is 
therefore void. He holds that the assignment 
was made to secure the assigners them- 
selves, and in addition to this hé finds certain 
preferences were made in excess of $13,000 of 
the amount actually due and therefore the 
creditors of thefirm were defrauded of this 
amount. 


A Murderess on Trial.

It has been boxed and will be 
shipped to the Sub-Tropical to-day. The ani- 
mal wo! hs about eight hundred pounds, and 
will probably be placed in the lake near the 
rustic building. 

The manatee or lamantin, a genus of her- 
bivorous cetacea, is readily distinguished by 
the rounded tail fin, and is further character- 
ized by the presence of small flat nails at the 
edge of the swimming paws, and their 
structure of the grinders, which have square 
crowps with two transverse ridges. The 
speeies, which are all inhabitants of tropical 
coasts, feed not only on alge, but on the 

lants which grow along the shore. They 
five chiefly in shallow bays and creexs, and in 
the estuaries of rivers, and often ascend 
rivers to a great distance from the sea. 
The best known species the Ameri- 
ican manatee, is found in the West Indies and 
onthe western coasts of tropical America. 
The skin is very thick and strong, and is al- 
most destitute of hair. The animal sometimes 
attains a length of twenty feet, and a weight 
of three or four tons. The manatee is usually 
found in herds, which, combine for mutual

DOES NOT WANT IT. 

Judge SCHOLFIELD has always studiously 
shunned political offices and preferments, 
but so, willingly served the public on the 
bench that his friends naturally assumed 
his willingness to be transferred from the 
bench of the Illinois Supreme Court to 
that of the United States Supreme Court. 
But it seems they are receiving letters 
from him assuring them that he does not 
desire even the exalted position of Chief 
Justice. Good reasons for his preference 
for his present position readily present 
themselves. He holds it directly from the 
people, with the assurance that he can 
keep it as long as he is willing to serve. 
It permits him to lwe the modest, quiet 
country life he loves, and even the ses- 
sions of the court do not take him to any 
fashion center to be a big social figure- 
head at a cost of twice the salary. 
His pay of $7,000 a year is better compen- 
sation than twice the amount would 
be to the Chief Justice of the Union in 
Washington. If he were after money 
the great corporations would offer him 
employment at a larger salary than the 
United States pays anybody except the 
President, and doubtless he is a man who 
feels that the acceptance of a position on 
the Supreme bench at Washington should 
forever debar him from any other public 
office or professional emolument. Here, 
then, we have a striking illustration of 
the sacrifices which a justiceship of the 
United States Supreme Court imposes on- 
the very kind of man best fitted for the 
position. As at least a partial compensa- 
tion for these sacrifices, and to prevent 
the ultimate deterioration of the highest 
and most important judicial tribunal on 
earth, the people should demand of Con- 
gress a liberal increase of the present nig- 
gardly salaries of the United States Su- 
preme Court. 


THE ten delinquent Southern States had 
better pay the three or four millions of 
direct tax still due from them than vote 
for the withdrawal of the $17,500,000 paid 
into the Treasury from other States 
nearly thirty years ago. The failure to

A SUBJECT WHICH THE COMMISSIONERS DO 
NOT WISH TO DISCUSS. 


Messrs. Turner, McMath, Klemm and Hol. 
man Have Nothing to Say About the Ful- 
ton Iron Works Forfeiture—Preparations 
for Street Reconstruction—A Veto by the 
Mayor—Municipal Matters, 


Commissioners Turner and Holman were 
both present at the meeting of the Board of 
Public Improvements yesterday. After 
the Board voted to set aside the 
forfeiture on the contract with the Fulton 
Iron Works it was suggested that the 
matter should be reconsidered, as 
the action placed the members in a 
discreditable position before the public. The 
company failed to complete the work on the 
new engine at the water-works as 
contracted for and asked that they 
be relieved of the penalties attaching 


to the failure, by an extension of the time. 
Messrs. Turner, McMath, Kiemm and Holman 
voted for the extension. President Flad and 
Mr. Murphy opposed it. The action was out 
of keeping with the record of the board in all 
similar cases. To rectify the error the Presi- 
dent suggested in a written report the pro- 
ropriety of reconsidering the action. At the 
ollowing meeting Commissioner Holman was 
not prosent and it was tacitly reed that 
courtesy towards him demanded that the 
further consideration of a subject coming 
from his department, should be postponed un- 
til his return. At the next meeting Com- 
missioner Turner was not present, and feel- 
ings of delicacy guiding the Board on this oc- 
casion, suggested the proprie of the 
further postponement until the 8 t Com- 
missioner returned. To-day both of the 
Commissioners, for whose feelings so much 
tender regard has been displayed, 
were present, but no mention of the matter was 
made. The motion to reconsider the action 
must come from one of the majority, but 
Messrs. Turner, McMath, Kiemm or Holman 
showed no disposition to change the action 
taken or to reopen the way for any further dis- 
cussion of the transaction, the ghost of which 
will be called up by every contractor in trouble 
during the remainder of the term of office of 
the 8 gentlemen who have made this 
record.

A PIRATE BOLD. 


United States War Vessel in Pursuit of a 
Baa Yankee. .

WASHINGTON, D. C., April l.—United 
States Consul C. R. Greathouse of Kanagowa, 
Japan, has just advised the State Department 
of a more or less alarming condition of affairs

While he was absent, the 
first mate, Forbes, served out to himself a 
quadruple allowance of grog, under the influ- 
ence of which he conceived the idea of becom- 
ing a buceaneer on his own account. With 
visions of the glorious career of Capt. Kidd 
flying — his befuddled brain he went 
below and brought up a loaded shotgun, 
which he playfully pointed at the Japanese 
cook and steward of the Nereid. The cook’s 
ellow countenance turned as white as his 
— g | shirt, and running tothe side ot the 
vessel he cast himself into the sea unmindful 
of the sharks, whose fins could be seen above 
the water on every side. He was quickly fol- 
lowed by a Japanese or who 
preferred the chance of life to 
a certainty of carrying a skin full of holes 
and the two swam ashore. Left in sole 
command of the schooner, Forbes ordered his 
little crew of shivering, chattering Japanese 
on deck, and pulling down the stars and 
stripes ran up a section of an umbrella cover, 
which did duty as the black ensign of his 
newly-adopted profession. Then setting all 
sail he shot out of the harbor in quest of 
rizes, presumably bullion-laden junks and 
peautifu but hapless maidens of high degree.

WASTE IN REPAIRS. 


Report of a Committee of the School Board 
Discloses Peculiar Facts. 


The School Board met last night. The salary 
of the Supervisor of Drawing was made $1,800 
instead of $1,400. By a vote of 12 to 7 
was dropped.

The. Committee on Expenditure for 
Repairs reported they had found 


several mares’ nests. They found that large 


amounts of work had been done by the day 
instead of by contract as the rules provide. 
They found numerous instances of over- 
charges. ‘‘As example of the foregoing we 
will state that in one plumbing bill amounting 
to $500, articles that are carried regularly in 
stock by dealers and sold to the trade at a list 
less 60 per cent are charged at list prices, af- 
foraing a profit to the party doing the work of 
150 per cent, nails at an advance of 70 per cent. 
Lumber is furnished at an advance over deal- 
ers’ prices of 25 per cent to 33% per cent. 
White lead charged 12c per pound worth 6c. 
In one case 4,500 shaved shingles are charged 
at $5 per 1,000, when no more than 200 could 
have been used; and instead of shaved shin- 
ries sawed shingles were furnished, the mar- 
Let price of which is $3. 

„Over $5,000 was expended in repairing 
blackboards in schools last summer. This 
work was done by contract as to price, but in 
every other respect the contractor was appa- 
rently at liberty to exercise his.own sweet 
Will. Communications were addressed by our 
committee to all principals asking for in- 
formation as to work of this kind done. A 
number answered that more work was done 
than was noeded. A number answered that 
much of the work was poorly done. Two 

rincipals of large schools, on each of which 
$500 was expended in repairing black- 
boards, report that no repairing 
at all was necessary, as the 
blackboards were all in excellent condition; 
no work was requested by either, and tha 
after the work was done the boards were not 
nearly so good as before, many ot them being 
unfit to use at all. For authority to do this 
work we find that in one case the architect 
sentthe contractors a postal-card reading: 
‘Repair plastering and blackboards where 
needed.’ For the other school we are unable 
to find that any order was given, and yet the 
bills were approved and paid. In one case 60 
anxious was the contractor to swell his work 
that he caused to be moved wardrobes from 
their permanent positions so that he might 
repair the boards behind them, and after- 
wards they were replaced.“ 

The committee found other excessive ex- 
penditures, and recommended the appoint- 
ment of an inspector of repairs. The report 
was held up for consideration at the next 
meeting.

LABOUCHERE’S LETTER, 


Minister Phelps—Another Royal Anniver- 
sary—The Battenberg Craze. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 11.—Mr. Phelps, who left 
Southampton last Thursday for New York, re- 
turns to London on June 21. but only to pre- 
sent letters of recall, as he is to be appointed 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court of the 
United States. His departure from England is 
much regretted in social and political circles. 

ANOTHER ROYAL ANNIVERSARY. 
Heavens, another of these detestable royal 
anniversaries! The King and Queen of Den- 
mark are to celebrate the twenty-fifth anni- 
versary of their accession to the throne on the 
8th of November, and a movement bas already 
been commenced at Copenhagen toraise funds 
to provide presents forthem. Here is another 
opportunity for snobs and simpletons. 

THE BATTENBERG CRAZE. 

What a strange infatuation this Battenberg 
craze is. The Queen went to Italy mainly to 
aid and abet Alexander's marriage with the 
daughter of Emperor Frederick. And I hear 
that she has, withthe object, I presume, of 
winning over Prince Bismarck, lost no op- 
portunity since she has been there to abound 
in assurances that we should aid the Italians 
against France should war break out between 
that Power and Germany, and Italy join the 
latter. When Prince Alexander had to evacu- 
ate the throne of Bulgaria Her Majesty in- 
sisted upon Lord Salisbury endeavoring to 
get a European league against Russia to re- 
store him to his threne. So absurd and so 
frequent were Lord Salisbury’s ap- 
peals to Germany, Italy and Austria that 
the ministers ofthese Powers, who probably 
knew how his hand was being forced, at 
length did not even replytothem. The at- 
tempt having dismally failed, it was thought 
that Alexander ought to be foisted on the 
German imperial family. This, too, has not 
succeeded and Ioan well understand Prince 
Bismarck’s determination that it should not. 
These Battenbergs seem to have been created 
to embroil courts and nations. If their friends 
had their way, Europe would be one great 
cockpit in order to secure to them crowns and 
royal or imperial rank. The Battenberg craze 
is evidently a curious form of disease. 
Sir Morell Mackenzie was anxious to be at 
home for the 15th, which is the date of bis sil- 
ver wedding. But he was induced by the ur- 
gent entreaty of the Emperor to forego his in- 
tention. It is probable, however, that he will 
be allowed to leave Charlottenburg at no very 
distant date, though only for a short time. 
Indeed, although the Emperor is going on ex- 
tremely well at present, he seems almost to 
think that his life depends on his English doc-
